1. The Joint Chiefs of Staff have noted the tripartite ele- 
ment with our Allies (referenoe a) and the deoision (reference 
b) on this subject and are prepared to resume hitsh altitude 
flights into Berlin. 

2. In this connection, the Joint Chiefs of Staff consider 
that this is primarily a oold war tactii, under the present 
circumstances, and that the military requirements for theso 
flights are secondary. 

3. If the flights are resumed, the military oontingenoies as 
outlined In the proposed warning message to USOINCEUR (refercnoo 
o) might result. In the event an aircraft is damaged or 
destroyed by Soviet or ODR aircraft or ground fire, a logical 
follow-on would be to dispatch a subsequent aircraft at 

x altitude to Berlin with flghtor eseort. 

4. It is recommended that you approve the dispatch of the 
warning message to USOINCEUR as outlined in referenoe c. Tho 
Joint Chiefs of Staff are prepared to issue appropriate execu- 
tion orders to Initiate these flights *»hen you so direct.
